/orcible demands of minorities to worship as they pleaded to — 
speak and write as they pleased, to tax thomsehesas thoy , 
pleased and in the final analysis, to throw off old terms and to,arou'nd 
institute new political institutions more in conformity with Ncw^ Dcan v.iughan spoke 
World minorities than Old World majorities ihot proper. 


No stauncher patriot ever voiced the cause of the bolliger-| 


ent colonies than old John Adams, yet he defended the British j 
soldiers involved in the Boston massacre. 
Alexander Hamilton 


represented the British royalists and claimed consistency for 
the deed, altho he was roundly abused by the more voicferous 
Democrats of his day. 


When Jefferson Davis languished in prison and the North 


was clamoring for his execution, "The Silent Man of Destiny," 
General Grant, came quietly to his defense and argued for his 
complete release as a political prisoner. All of the Union gen- 
erals of first rank xvere far more lenient in their views as to the 
proper handling of the captured Confederate armies than were 
the politicians in congress and the storebox patriots back home. 


While it is a trifling discouraging to have to go so far back 


in our history to find these shining examples of real political and 
religious tolerance, yet all of us should be glad — we are glad to- 
day — that they are there. And just as the animosities aroused 
in these earlier wars of the republic were shortly after appeased 
and our people returned to their wonted sanity, so will the bit- 
terness and prejudice which now enshrouds our national life 
like a noxious vapor, soon subside and the vast majority of 
Americans again subscribe to those earlier and worthier tradi- 
tions which made of this country a real haven for the oppressed. 


In truth, v,e are already giving indications of welcoming 


the return of this better and nobler spirit. We quoted extracts 
only the other day from the memorable decision of Judge An- 
derson in the deportation cases. 
Other eminent lawyers and 


jurists have taken the same courageous stand for the rights of 
minorities. 
They have plainly reminded us that this is still a 


nation based on law; that there is no room in America for the 
establishment of a semi-military dictatorship maintaining the 
outward forms of republicanism; and that minorities still have 
rights which are entitled to respect and protection.
